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Special Committee's Report. 


The committee chosen at our last annual meeting to procure 
markers for the Revolutionary soldiers buried in this town 
have not done so yet, thinking it best to search further for 
their graves. Some, we have been informed, were soldiers 
that their names are not in the Massachusetts archives; others 
we find, and hard to locate their graves. We expect to have 
the names of 60 and have the markers ready for Memorial Day:

- Memorial Day. 


Memorial exercises were held at Bellingham Centre, Sunday, 
May 28, 1905, by Post 60, ‘G. A. R., of Franklin, accompanied 
by the Sons of Veterans and Women’s Relief Corps. The 
exercises were as follows: Prayer by the Post Chaplain, 
singing by the Baptist choir, reading by Miss HE. Gertrude 
Rockwood, and an address by Mrs. Haslam of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps of Franklin, followed by the decoration of the 
soldiers’ graves. The exercises closed by singing America. 

The exercises were held at North Bellingham, Sunday, May 
28, 1905, by the West Medway Post, Sons of Veterans and the 
Woman’s Rehef Corps. The exercises opened with prayer by 
the Post Chaplain, followed by an address by Louis L. Cook, 
Ksq., of South Weymouth. ‘The singing was under the diree- 
tion of Prof. E. B. Stowe. 

The services at Rakeville Cemetery were in charge of Henry 
W. Pickering, a member of the Woonsocket Post, and appro- 
priate exercises were carried out by members of the Post. 


GEORGE RICHARDSON. 


He was born in Medway, November, 1840, and enlisted from 
the town of Bellingham in the summer of 1862 as a reeruit 
in Co. I, 18th Reg., Mass. Vol. A few months after arriving 
in Virginia he was taken prisoner, taken to Libby Prison, 
stayed a short time and transferred to Andersonville. He was 
a prisoner a year and eight days, when he was exchanged, and 
landed in Adexandria, Va. After a furlough he accepted the 
offer of the Government to re-enlist and did so in the regular 
cavalry. 

Lately, his health failing, he went to the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea, Mass., and died and was buried there in August, 1905.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen present the following: 


STATE ROADS. 

There has been a mile completed from 1904 allotment, com- 
mencing at Four Corners. 

Early in the year we applied to the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission for an allotment for 1905 to continue State Road, 
and $5,000 was granted, and three-quarters of a mile more is 
now under way and will be finished early in spring. 

We have applied for an allotment for 1906 to finish piece 
of road now under construction to Mendon town line, and 
hope it will be granted. The contract has been let to finish 
the State Road to Rhode Island line, and work will commence 
on it early in spring. 

TOWN ROADS. 

With the amount of State Road which we do not have to 
keep in repair the Town Roads should steadily improve. And 
we again suggest getting a Roller from the State and making 
a permanent piece of road each year. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

A permit has been granted to Medway Electric Light Co. 
to light the North End. 

TRAMPS. 

Notices were printed and posted as voted by the Town. 
There were 90 tramps put up in February and March. Since 
the notices were posted, one in November and one in January. 
You can draw your own conclusions. 


TOWN HOUSE AND GROUNDS. 


As a town is known by its interest in its town buildings, and 
as the grading around the school house and common had so

greatly improved the looks of our village, and as there was 
some expense of last year which we would not have this, we 
concluded to fix up a little around the Town House and 
evrounds, which we have done. The State Inspector of Halls 
and Buildings gave us orders to have all doors from the hall 
open outwards and put railings on the stairs and water pails 
for fire purposes put up, which has been done. 


TAXATION. 
We call your attention to our estimates for this year. 
Should you eare to have the rate about $15? You eannot 
raise much more without increasing the rate. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT.

Assessors Report. 


The Board of Assessors for the year 1905 respectfully sub- 
mit the following report: 

The valuation of the Town does not vary materially from 
$800,000 each year. The State and County tax the Town ecan- 
not govern, which the past year was about $650 in excess of 
former years. The State and County tax, with the Town 
erant added, is the amount upon which the rate of taxation 
is ascertained. So you can readily see that the rate per $1000 
is exactly what you make it at your annual town meeting. 

It seems to be believed by some that the assessors are re- 
sponsible for the raising or lowering of the tax rate from 
year to year, when in reality they have very little control in 
the matter, which lies entirely with the voters of the Town. 
According to the estimates recommended by the Selectmen, 
which, if voted by the Town and computed upon a valuation 
of about $800,000, would give a tax rate of about $15.00 per 
$1000. It all rests with the voters to raise or lower it.

Road Commissioner’s Report. 


The Road Commissioners respectfully submit the following 
report for the year 1905: | 


The Road Commissioners organized with M. J. Connolly as 
Chairman and F. M. Rhodes as Secretary, and have held meet- 
ings as required throughout the year, drawing their orders 
on the Treasurer as requested by the Selectmen. 

The piece of broken stone road which was put in on Depot 
street is giving good satisfaction. The Commissioners looked 
over the road between Crooks Corner and Franklin street, for 
which the $400 Special was appropriated, and agreed on lay- 
ing out of same. As a result we have an excellent piece of 
gravel road which will need but little repairing for a long 
time. 

Some of the guide boards at the north have been replaced 
and more are needed another season. 

Four new boards are called for at the south, part of which 
with the 19 new ones erected last year are all that will be 
required. 

At the center nearly all the guide boards are in bad condi- 
tion and should be replaced with new as soon as possible. 

Considerable new guard rail is needed at the center. At 
the south about 500 feet of new guard rail was erected the 
past season and considerable more is needed. 

At the north the railing is in quite good condition. 

We have been fortunate in not having any heavy snow or 
rainfalls, consequently the roads have kept in better condi- 
tion, and we think have made a decided gain from last year.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the public library submit this our eleventh 
annual report: 


We organized March 23d, 1905, with Mr. W. E. Howes, 
as Chairman; Mrs. Alice A. Burr, Secretary, and Miss Sara 
T’. Rockwood, Treasurer and Librarian. 

December 5, 1894, the first meeting of the Trustees of the 
Bellingham Free Public Library was held at the home of Miss 
Sara T. Rockwood. Officers were elected. Miss Rockwood 
generously offered a room in her house as a library room, and 
we gladly accepted the offer. 

For over ten years we have occupied the room, heated and 
lighted, free, and the Trustees are thankful to Miss Rockwood 
for her generosity. Last Spring changes in the family of 
Miss Rockwood were such she expected to be away the rest of 
the season, and the closing of her home made it necessary to 
choose an assistant librarian and search for a library room. 
The Trustees solicited the vacant room in the school building, 
and the School Committee kindly consented its use for the 
remainder of the year. The room has proved very satisfactory 
to ourselves and our patrons, and we have received many vis- 
itors during the summer, who complimented us much with 
our situation and the beautiful scenery from our room. We 
fortunately secured the services of Miss Bertha Franklin as 
assistant librarian. From the compliments we have received 
from visitors and patrons of the library, we find there was no 
mistake in our selection. 

If you will refer to page 40 in our 1904 report, you will 
find the name of John Albee, who with his daughter, Mrs. 
Matthews, has donated us many books. We received a visit 
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from Mr. and Mrs. Albee the past summer, and they were so 
pleased with our library and surroundings that he and his 
daughter, Mrs. Matthews, donated us a Christmas gift of fifty 
odd volumes of very interesting reading to both old and young. 
Mrs. Matthews also gave us a portrait of her father, which we 
have hung in our room. We thank them for their generous 
eifts, and as Mr. and Mrs. Albee expect to made us another 
visit this summer, we will then more heartily thank them. We 
have also received many magazines and papers from our 
friends, and extend to them our sincere thanks. As we make 
this report, we are sorry to say Miss Rockwood’s plans are 
such she will be away from Bellingham and resign as Trustee 
and librarian at ‘the closing of this financial year. We, as 
Trustees, who have been associated with Miss Rockwood so 
many years, appreciate the interest she has taken in the 
library, and we feel its success is greatly due to her labor and 
forethought for its welfare. | 

For economy in the running expenses, the Trustees changed 
the library day from Saturday to Friday at the same hours. 
We extend our thanks to the School Committee for the use of 
the room, and do hope they will kindly continue the arrange- 
ments. 

In our removal, our expenses have increased, and we find 
in the closing of our books we have a bill of $5.21 unpaid. To 
ineet. the wants of our readers, we ask for an appropriation 
of $150.

Librarian’s Report. 
To the Trustees: ia Cra 4, 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending February 1, 
1906, is hereby submitted. The library system includes the 
central library at Bellingham and places of deposit at North 
Bellingham, Carvville, South Bellingham, Rakeville, to which 
ecllections of books are sent periodically. Removal to the new 
premises was effected in June. In its new quarters there is 
ample space for library and reading room. The open shelf 
system is used with many advantages to the public. Through 
direct contact the knowledge of the books is promoted. Special 
summer privileges are extended to visitors who pass a vaca- 
tion in our village. 

The books added by purchase were seventy-five (75) vols. : 
by gift, 55 vols.;-by periodicals, bound, 5; by the State, & 
vols. The number of books issued was 4678, fiction leading: 
number of card holders, 252. 

By our proximity to the schools in Massey school building 
the children’s use is increased. The use of reference books 
is noted. 

Our books are classified into Fiction, History, Travel, Biog- 
raphy, Poetry, Miscellaneous. which ineludes 1817 books 
shelved. 

California pictures loaned by the Woman’s Educational 
Union, Boston, were exhibited in August with delightful 
instruction. Mrs. E. R. Mathews, New York City, presented 
the library an autograph photograph of her father, Mr. John 
Albee, author and benefactor. These have given books: John 
Albee, Mrs. E. R. Mathews, Nathan Sanborn. These have 
given magazines: Mrs. A. P. Rockwood, Mr. and Mrs. G. E. 
O’Connor, H. A. Whitney, H. E. Howes, Charles O’Connor. 
The largest gift was 52 books from John Albee and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. E. R. Mathews. 
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The library has been open 147 sessions; closed 8 sessions for 
inspection and fumigation. 

The appreciation of all users of the library has been cordial. 
Public library serves readers of every class. 

The co-operation of the activities for this progressive de- 
partment of our town has value. 

May the good will of the past continue in the future.

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith present my fourth annual report, 
which is the twelfth of the Superintendent of Schools. 
The year just ended has been one of marked progress along 


conservative lines. 


As there have been few repairs needed, more money has 
been spent in replacing badly worn text books, so that the 
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interior equipment is moré nearly on a par with the fine con- 
dition of the buildings. Arithmetic, Reading and Language 
have been the branches particularly strengthened with new 
inaterial. The supplementary reading in the lower grades 
has been improved to the point where it will compare favor- 
ably with the schools in much larger places. By moving these 
books periodically from building to building, one set serves 
the town, thereby reducing the expense to a minimum. 
Another plan which has proved to be economieal in the eare 
of text books has been to move those books used in more than 
one grade each year, by which means a pupil to whom a book 
is once assigned retains that book through the successive grades 
in which it is used. As our free text book law prevents a 
pupil from becoming the owner of the text books he has 
studied for several years, | would suggest that a graduate of 


our grammar schools be allowed to purchase such books as he 


wishes at a cost which shall take into consideration the first 
cost of the book, and the number of years it has been in service. 
This would tend to insure more careful usage of books on the 
part of the children, and give him at the end of his course 
the books he can use to best advantage in his life work. The 
slightly added expense to the town would be repaid in using 
fresh, clean books in the schools. 

The experiment of changing the vertical penmanship to a 
modified slant writing has been tried at the North School. Its 
success is at this time problematical. 

I wish to call attention at this time to a beginning which 
has been made at that school to beautify the walls of the 
school rooms. By contributions from the pupils and generous 
donations of some of the citizens it has been possible to pur- 


chase two fine casts for the intermediate and sub-grammar 


rooms. The daily contemplation of these master pieces must 
have its effect on the minds of the pupils. In the same way 
a pieture has been secured for the South Primary room. 
Thanks are hereby tendered to all who have made these results 
possible. 

At the risk of appearing to harp on one string, I would 


a a. Ye 
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again call your attention to conditions at the South School. 
The growing needs of that section were strikingly illustrated 
last fall, when twenty-three children entered the first grade. 
It is by far the largest first grade in town, and entered the 
smallest building. By a fortunate combination of grades last 
fall it was possible to avoid transferring children from that 
building last year. Such a combination will be impossible 
next September, and, however adroitly the grades may be 
manipulated, sooner or later we come back to the fact that 
the building is inadequate to furnish the citizens of that section 
the school advantages enjoyed on the other parts of the town. 
A discussion of whether one or two rooms should be added 
is not within my province, but it would seem to be in the 
interest of economy to do whatever needs to be done at one 
time rather than to make two jobs of it. 

There have been fewer changes in the teaching force this 
year than last, and in every case the new teachers have main- 
tained the standards set by their predecessors. 

Thanks are due the teachers for the faithful performance 
of the many duties devolving on them, and are hereby 
tendered. I wish also to thank you and the townspeople for 
many kindnesses and expressions of good will.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Bellingham, 
Greeting : 

In the name of the Commonwealth, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, qualified by law 
to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, in said Bellingham, on the Fifth day of March A. D. 1906, 
at Ten o’clock, in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles :— 

ARTICLE Ll. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside in said meet- 
ing. 

ArTICLE 2. To bring their votes on one ballot for the fol- _ 
lowing Town Officers :—Town Clerk for 1 year, Town Treasurer 
for 1 year, 8 Selectmen for 1 year, 1 Overseer of Poor for 3 
years, 1 Road Commissioner for 3 years, 3 Assessors of Taxes 
for 1 year, Auditgr for 1 year, Collector of Taxes for 1 year, 1 
School Committee for 3 years, 4 Constables for 1 year, 1 Libra- 
ry Trustee to fill vacancy, 2 Library Trustees for 3 years, 1 
Cemetery Committee for 3 years, 3 Fence Viewers for 1 year, 
1 Tree Warden for | year; also on the same ballot to answer the 
following questions :—‘‘Shall license for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors be granted in this town?” ‘*Yes” or ‘*No.”’ Polls to be 
opened at 10 o’clock A. M. and may be closed at 2 o’clock P. M. 

ArticLeE 3. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers” 

ARTICLE 4. To see what sums of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following purposes :—Ist, to 
support of schools including books, supplies, incidentals, trans- 
portation of scholars, and salary of Superintendent of Schools ; 
2nd, highways and bridges, railings and guide boards; 
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3rd, Support of Poor; 4th, Repair of Town buildings; 5th, In- 
cidental items; 6th, Printing; 7th, Interest on Town debt; 8th, 
to pay Town debt; 9th, pay of Town officers; 10th, repairs in 
the cemeteries; 11th, Decoration day; 12th, public library; 
13th, indigent soldiers’ aid; 14th, care of tramps; 15th, use of 
tree warden; 16th, emergency fund; 17th, board of health. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will give the Selectmen au- 
thority to contract with the State Highway Commission as re- 
quired under provision of Section 10, Chapter 47 of the Revised 
Laws or act or do anything thereon. 

ARTICLE 6. To seeif the Town will assume damages if any 
which may result from the construction of State Highway, com- 
mencing at westerly end of present State Highway as Inid out 
and extending to Mendon Town line. 

ARTICLE 7. ‘To see when several sums of money voted to 
be raised shall be collected and paid into the treasury. 

ArTICLE 8. ‘To see if the Town will authorize its collector 
to use all means of collecting the taxes which a Treasurer has 
when appointed Collector and establish a Collector’s salary.
